MEN OF MONEY.

Meeting of the National Bankers' Asso
ciation at LenisTille The Report

of Secretary Marslfnd.

Address by the Hon. John J. Knox, Comp

troller of the Currency Impor-
tant Resolutions.

LonsviLLE, October 10. The Bankers'
Association met this morning in the Ma
sonic Temple, 100 members being present.
fresident ueorge e. Vae, ot Hew lorK,
called the convention to order, and an
nounced niaverbv the Rev. Charles Craik.
of Christ church, Louisville. After prayer
Jrresident Coe came forward to read Ins
annual address, being received with ap
plause, lie at once proceeded to read his
address, which occupied half an hour.

At tne conclusion ot the address the
Executive Committee announced that they
were not ready to report.

Secretary Marslind read the treasurer s
report, as follows: Balance on hand from
last year, oyi4; received, 510,444 13; dis-
bursements, $12,04J 95; balance on hand.
$4r?473G.

The report of the Auditing Committee
was read and adopted. .

The Hon. Jno. J. Knox, Comptroller of
the Currency, was then introduced, and
received with every mark of respect and
applause- - After graceful reference to
Kentucky and Louisville, Mr. Knox took
up the question of the different systems
oi uanaing, me company ana national
systems, with old State banks before the
war. lhe experience of twenty years
shows that the national system is the best
yet devised, having won to its support its
onner opponents. In proof of this. Mr.
Knox gave a large list of new national
banks organized last year, some of them
in localities where the den and was al
ready supplied. Tho average issue of
these banks was one-quart-er of the capi
tal stock, it was necessary that surplus
revenue should have an outlet, and the
Secretary of the Treasury had been forced
to call in outstanding born ls,t tins disturbing
the banks, and Congress must make pro-
visions for bonds on which to base the
system. Mr. Knox went largely into the
statistics of the lionds held by the govern
ment witn the time when they should
naturally be called in. He did not be-
lieve the national bank system would
cease to exist as long as there was a bond
on which to base it. Mr. Knox recounted
the loans by France in aid of the colonies
in the Revolution, and the methods
adopted by the United States government
to meet'and liquidate these claims, closing
with a graceful tribute to George Wash
ington, under wnom tne debt was in-
curred, and who afterward completed the
arrangements for its payment. Then fol-
lowed an exhibit of the public debt of the
great nations, with the average interest
borne, and showed that on these bonds a
safe system of banks might be based, and
suggested that the United States bankers
might safely use them for that purpose.
He did not suppose it probable that Con
gress would consider such a proposition
yet, but it was a subject which might
safely challenge the attention of this asso
ciation.

The address was concluded amid the
applause of the convention.

Senator Joseph R. Hawley, of Connecti-
cut, was introduced, delivering a short ad-
dress to the convention, in which lie re
ferred to the duty of Congress to legislate
on the subject discussed bv the conven
tion, and prayed them to carefully do their
worn, so as to properly present tliem to
the power and lead it to the
proper consideration of the same.

J. H. Lindenberger, of Louisville, was
introduced, and read a paper.

Mr. Lindenberger moved at the con-
clusion of his address the following resolu-
tions:

Hcmlved, That the adherence by the
government to a policy which will attest
to us an abundant supply of gold and
